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ORDINANCE NO. 86-6 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, 
FLORIDA; AMENDING ORDINANCE 72-23 (PALM 
BEACH COUNTY SIGN CODE), AS AMENDED, AS 
FOLLOWS; CHANGING REFERENCES IN THE SIGN 
CODE FROM "BILLBOARDS" TO "OFF-PREMISE 
SIGNS"; PROVIDING FOR NEW OR REVISED 
PROPERTY DEVELOPMENT REGULATIONS FOR 
OFF-PREMISE SIGNS, INCLUDING CHANGES IN 
MINIMUM SPACING REQUIREMENTS, MINIMUM 
YARD SETBACKS AND SEPARATION 
REQUIREMENTS; AND HEIGHT LIMITS; 
ESTABLISHING SUPPLEMENTAL ADMINISTRATIVE 
AND ENFORCEMENT REQUIREMENTS FOR OFF- 
PREMISE SIGNS; REPEALING PALM BEACH 
COUNTY ORDINANCE 85-27 (TEMPORARY 
BILLBOARD MORATORIUM); PROVIDING FOR 
INTERPRETATION OF CAPTIONS; PROVIDING 
FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; 
PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING 
FOR INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND 
ORDINANCES; AND PROVIDING FOR AN 
EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, Chapter 125 (County Government) of Florida 
Statutes establishes the right and power of counties to provide 
for the health, welfare, and safety of existing and future 
residents by enacting and enforcing soning and business 
regulations necessary for the protection of the public, including 
sign ordinances; 


WHEREAS, Chapter 479 (Outdoor Advertising), Section 479.155 
(Local Outdoor Advertising or Sign Ordinances) of Florida 
Statutes further provides that the rights and powers of counties 
to enact outdoor advertising or sign ordinances are not 
superseded by concurrent state regulations, provided that they 
are not less restrictive than those specified in Chapter 479; and 


WHEREAS, Chapter 163 (Intergovernmental Programs), Part II 
(Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land Development 
Regulation Act) of Florida Statutes provides that counties shall 
have power and responsibility to plan comprehensively for their] 
future development and grovjth, including the adoption and 

implementation of appropriate land development regulations which 
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are necessary or desirable to implement a comprehensive plan,- 
including the regulation of signage, as provided in Section 
163.3202(2)(f) of Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, increasing concern has been expressed by the|

public regarding visual and aesthetic pollution, public safety,; 
and other problems arising from inadequate or obsolete regulation 
of off-premise signs throughout the unincorporated area of Palm 
Beach County; and 


WHEREAS, in July 1985, Board of County Commissioners 
appointed a Special Billboard Task Force which reviewed problems 
associated with off-premise signage and developed a comprehensive 
set of recommendations to address these problems; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners, sitting in 
Workshop Session on December 19, 1985, reviewed the general 
recommendations of the Special Billboard Task Force and directed 
staff to prepare an ordinance to implement the Billboard Task 
Force’s recommendations, including simultaneous amendment of the 
Palm Beach County Zoning Code and the Palm Beach County Sign 
Code; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach 
County, Florida, sitting as the Local Planning Agency, has 
determined that these proposed amendments to the Palm Beach 
County Sign Code are consistent with the adopted Comprehensive 
Plan of Palm Beach County, as required by Chapter 163, Section 
1 63. 31 94( 2) ( a) of Florida Statutes; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that:
